M’GINNIS AND SWAINE. 


AN EXCITING ENCOUNTER BETWEEN THE 
TWO ST. LOUIS LEGISLATORS. 


The Affair the Outcome of the ‘‘Capital Sa- 
loon’’ Investigation—Swaine Draws a 
Pistol on the Senator—St. Louis Business 
Men Oppose Holland’s Bill—The Fel- 
low-Servant’’ Bill Defeated in the House.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., April 19.—There came 
very nearly being a serious if nota fatal row 
this morning, at the Monroe House, between 
two St. Louis legislators, Senator McGinnis 
and Representative Swaine. So far as can be 
learned the particulars are about as follows: 
To begin with,it seems that Swaine is the only 
member of the St. Louis delegation who yoted 
for the Deering high license bili. He has ac- 
cordingly received a considerable share of 
condemnation from his colleagues for 
this vote. When Clark’s bill pro- 
viding for the investigation of the Capitol 
saloon matter was adopted, Mr. Swaine 
was appointed on the committee. That com- 
mittee held its first meeting last night and 
had before it A. W. Elisner, local agent of 
the Anheuser-Bnsch Brewing Association,and 
others as witnesses. The committee sat with 
closed doors and admitted none but wit- 
nesses called before it. It appears that the 
questions put to the witnesses by Mr. Swaine 
were, generally concerning Senator McGinnis 
and his connection with the furnishing of free 
beer, giving orders ete. This seems to have 
irritated the Senator and while sitting in the 
hotel office, and having his boots blacked 
Mr. Swaine came in on his way to 
breakfast. Senator McGinnis called to him 
and wanted to know how it was that he 
(Swaine) found it convenienttoaskso many 
questions concerning his (McGinnis) conduct 
in the matter of furnishing free beer, etc., 
and why it was that he was trying so hard to 
pry into the Senator’s private affairs. Senator 
McGinnis is quite lame and carries a heavy 
cane. He says that he attempted to rise and 
in doing so, raised his cane as a support, 
which Swaine, perhaps, thought he intended 
to get into position to strike him with. At all 
events 

„ SWAINE DREW HIS PISTOL 
and threatened to shoot if he (McGinnis) 
made a motion to move. This he flourished 
in the Senator’s face in a very defiant manner, 
at the same time giving the Senator notice 
that he was ready for him. McGinnis called 
it cowardly to go thus armed. The inter- 
ference of bystanders prevented further 
trouble, and thus the difficulty ended without 
bloodshed or injury to eher party. Mr. 
Swaine says that the questions propounded by 
him were suggested by newspaper publica- 
tions, and that they were not intended to 
besmirch the Senator in any way, but simply 
asked in the line of duty as a member of 
the committee. 
THE SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 

In the Senate to-day Senator MeGinnis 
asked for the appointment of an investigating 
committee. Senator Moran favored the 
resolution and said he hoped that the Senate 
would order the investigation of the charges 
thoroughly and report the result of its labors 
to the Senate. The investigation was ordered. 

Senator Dan Kerwin, from the Committee 
on Manufactures, reported adversely on 
Holland’s bill, No. 74, relating to manufactur- 
ing, mechanical, mercantile and other estab- 
lishments and places, and the employment, 
safety, health and work hours of employes. 
Mr. Kerwin has an immense pile of letters and 
telegrams from various manufacturers and 
merchants of St. Louis, protesting against the 
passage ofthe bill. They claim that it would 
necessitate the expense of an entire change in 
the matter of providing fire-escapes and 
otherwise incur additional expenses, by no 
means necessary. Among the business men 
and manufacturing houses of St. Louis pro- 
testing against the passage of the Dill are:

A BRUTAL MURDERER GONE, 


Sylvester Grobb Hanged at Vincennes for 
‘the Murder of His Sweetheart. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 19. — Sylvester 
Grubb was hanged at Vincennes at 11 o’clock 
this morning. On thescaffold he was asked 
if he had anything to say and responded that 
he had plenty to say, but declined to open his 
mouth because there were 80 many re- 
porters present. Grubb’s neck was broken 
and there were no unusual inci- 


dents connectea with the execution. The 
murder for which Grubb was banged caused a 
great deal ot excitement at the time it was 
committed. During the progress of the Gib- 
son County Fair at Princeton, Ind., on the 
afternoon of September 18, last, Grubb 
in full view of several thousand per- 
sons murdered Miss Gertrude Downey, 
is sweetheart. He ourtliy asked Miss 
to accompany him in alittle walk 
Grubb ginsisted end she 
finally consented. As the two passed along 
they were heard quarreling, the girl saying 
she did not wish to keep company with 
Grubb. A moment later a shot was heard and 
the young lady was seen running away, 
screaming and bloody. Two other shots were 
fired at the fleeing girl. The three shots took 
effect, inflicting wounds from the effect of 
which she died on September 19. After shoot- 
ing the girl Grubb turned his weapon upon 
himself, but it snapped twice and he dis- 
charged the remaining bullet into the ground. 
After his conviction Grubb escaped from jail 
but was recaptured.

ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE, 


A Number of Bills Passed by the House 
Senate Proceedings. 


By Telegraph tothe POsT-DISPATCRH. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., April19.—The House en- 
joyed one of the most uneventful days in its 
history. It passed eight bills and as a remark- 
able thing no bill called upon passage failed. 
There was a sharp fight oyer the bill to reduce 
the penalty on the redemption of lands sold 
for taxes from 25 per cent each six months to 
8 per cent, but the bill passed by a vote of 99 
to 28. The last bill passed was that to fix the 


time for holding courtin Coles County. The 
afternoon is solely for bills on second reading. 
There was a lively time in the Senate over 
the appropration of $1,000tothe State Ento- 
mologist for the erection of a breeding house 
for insects. This was one ofthe items ofthe 
general bill. The committee had recom- 
mended that it be stricken out. Several of 
the leading Senators spoke strongly against 
this action and the unfavorable committee re- 
port was rejected and the item retained. 
Enough time has been consumed on this ap- 
propriation tohave savedthe State two or 
three timesfthe amount involvea. Among 
the bills passed were the Humphrey 
bill amending the lien law; the Higbee bill, 
appropriating $400 to the widow of the late 
Representative Teefey as part of the salary he 
would have drawn had he lived, and the Hagle 
bill, changing the time of holding the Su- 
preme Court. The Senate adjourned tos p. 
m. Monday.

Malachi Allen and James Mills Hanged at 
Fort Smith, Ark. 


Dy Telegraph tothe POST-DISPATCH. 

Fort Sur, Ark., April 19.—Malachi Allen 
and James Mills were hanged to-day in the 
Federal Court yard. Both men rested well 
last night, and ate hearty breakfasts this 
morning. Mills, who had adopted the Catholic 
faith,was closeted all morning with his spiritua 
adviser. Early in the morning Allen was bap- 
tizedin his cell by a Methodist preacher. 
They were visited by the Post- DISPATCH cor- 
respondent, but neither had aught to say of 
their crimes other than that Mills deciared his 
innocence. Allen kept a dogged silence. 
The death warrant was read at 12: 
p. m. in the jail. They were then hand- 
cuffed and started for the gallows. All 
thistime Allen was smoking a cigar, and 
mounted the scaffold with a smile on his face, 
On the ecaffold neither had anything to say. 
The trap was sprung at 12:23. The necks of 
both men were broken by tne fall. 
Neither of them made a motion after the fall. 
Allen died in 14 minutes and Mlle in 18. 
George Maledon was the hangman, 
making sixty-six executions he has 
performed on the same gallows. 
Allen was a one-armed negro, 2 years old. 
He murdered two men, Shadrock Peters and 
Silas Love, near Cherokee Town in the Chick- 
asaw Nation, on July 15, 1888. Mills was a mu- 
latto Indian negro. His crime was the mur- 
der of John Windom, a negro, on December 
16, 1887.

Grand Marshal Frank Galennie reported the 
parade in a very forward state. Applications 
for positions in the lime had been received in 
great numbers, and after Sunday he would 
begin the work of forming the line. He could 
only call the attention of such representatives 
of societies as were present to the general 
orders he had issued and to tire following cir- 
cular (which was mailed to-day to all par- 
ticipating societies):

He asked Chairman Compton of the 
Committee on Badges U that committee had 
done anything toward supplying the boys 
with badges and banners. 

Mr. Gaiennie replied for Mr. Compton that 
he with Supt. Long had entire charge of the 
matter,and all the banners and badges needed 
had been provided.

A FEMALE KNIGHT OF LABOR, 


Mrs. Leonora M. Barry Forecasts the Future 
of the Toiling Millions. 


Mrs. Leonora M. Barry, General Directress 
or Instructress of the Woman’s Department 
of the Knights of Labor, fs stopping at Hurst’s 
Hotel. She arrived here on Wednesday and 
willremain until a week from to-morrow. 


Mrs. Barry is the executive head in this coun- 
try of the Woman’s Department of the 
Knights of Labor, holding the same 
relative rank in that branch of 
the order that T. V. Powderly does in the male 
branch. Her headquarters are in Philadel- 
phia and sheis at present on a lecture tour 
under the auspices of the order, which defravs 
all her expenses. She is a tall woman 30 or 35 
— of age, and has a face which, while not 
handsome, is decidedly pleasing. Her hair is 
alight brown color and her eye blue. AI- 
though she explained to a reporter 
that she was oomparatively an  ignor- 
ant woman as far as schooling went, 
and had never received a classicai 
education, she is not only a fluent, but a really 
brilllant conversationalist. Her language is 
choice and she gives every evidence of being 
a woman of unusual depth of thought. Whena 
reporter called on her at her hotel to-day she 
was dressed plainly but neatly in black. 

Iwill not commence my lectures bere, 
she remarked, ‘‘until next week. I have no 
regular set subjects, but endeavor to 
impress upon the working people the 
necessity for organization, its benefits and the 
proper methods and requirements of organi- 
zation. My lectures are not confined to 
women, but are open and are delivered to 
men as well. Of course, however, in my re- 
marks I lay particular stress on women and 
children as workers. I left home on February 
1 and have been down to the Guif and am 
now returning and expect to get back to Phila- 
delphia the latter part of May. Everywhere I 
have been I have been treated most 
kindly by the press, although I am sure they 
could have found many things in which to at- 
tack me if they felt so inclined. In fact, ever 
since I have been the head of the woman’s 
branch of the order I have never been assailed 
by a newspaper, although most of our male 
~ bave had some harsh things said of 
them. Itis a kindness on the partof the pa- 
pers which I appreciate very much. There 
are about 17,000 women in our order, 
but my work is not confined to 
them. I work among women in and 
outside the order. Whenever Lund a woman 
suffering from indignities I call the attention 
ofthe publictoit or take whatever steps are 
necessary to correct the evil.’’ 

„How long have you been a member of the 


organization?’’ 

‘*Forfive years. My husband died and 1 
was foreed to work in a knit goods mill in 
Amsterdam, N. ., to support myself and 
children. I worked there for four and 
a half years. It was while employed in that 
mill thatijoined the order and soon after I 
was made Master Workman of the assembly 
there, which numbered 927 women, and at 
which the ayerage weekly attendance is over 
500. We call our chief local official Master 
Workman despite the fact that she is a 
woman. This is because one of the funda- 
mental rules of our organization is that no 
difference should be made between men and 
women, and we hold a woman should receive 
the same pay as a man for the same class of 
work. Two years ago last October I was 
elected to my present position at the head of 
the order and have retained it ever since.’’ 

‘*What is your idea of the proper methods 
and requirements of organization?’ 

‘Education is what ie needed, All wage- 
workers should make a study of the great ques- 
tions in this country—industrial, political and 
social.

Collector Barnum and Appraiser Harrigan 
Decline the Congressional Invitation to 
Resign, but Both Express Their Readi.- 
ness to Make Way on the First Intima- 
tion From the Treasury Department— 
The Doomed Men. ,

in place. After President Harrison’s election a 

party of his intimate friends notified Appraiser 

— that they would personally request 

the President to make no change in this office 

until the expiration of a four years’ term. The 

Appraiser expressed his appreciation of this 

evidence of friendship, but asked that no such 

request be made of the President, explaining 

to his friends that politics would not justify 

such a personal favor. Neither Col- 

lector Barnum nor Appraiser Harri- 

gan was disconcerted by the removal of 

Dick Lancaster, as it was generally under- 

stood among well-posted Democrats that he 

would have been removed even if President 

Cleveland had been re-elected. Both officials 

were holding office at the pleasure of the 

President. Their Republican predecessors, 

Collector Sturgeon and Appraiser Metcalf, 

held office for over a year after the {naugura- 
tion of the Democratic administration. 

The current of official affairs was consider- 
ably disturbed yesterday afternoon when 
Congressman Niedringhaus called on Collector 
Barnum, regretted that his mission was un- 
friendly and exhibited to the Collector a tele- 
gram containing sed news, The message was 


from Congressman Frank at Washington to 
Congressman Niedringhaus at home, asking 
him to call upon Collector Barnum and Ap- 
praiser Harrigan and to inform them that the 
resident had intimated that they be given an 
n to resign, resignations to take 
elfect May 1, otherwise they would be re- 
moved on Saturday to make room for 
the candidates of the Congressional combine. 
At the end ofthe telegram was an injunction 
to Congressman Niedringhaus to bring the 
written resignations with him to Washington, 

Last night Congressman Niedringhaus 
started for Washington but beforehe boarded 
his train he wired Congressman Frank that 
neither of the officials would consent to the 
arrangement, but both decided to await re- 
noval. 

‘*I] felt this way about it, said 

COLLECTOR BARNUM 

this morning. This isthe season of special 
taxes. The force in this office will be exceed- 
ingly busy forthe next sixty days. Some of 
the clerks are even now working at night to 
keep up with the volume of business, 
for I have made a rule that one 
day’s work must not run into the 
next day, if it can be avoided. Now I am 
confident that if a changeof Collectors is 
made just at this time many of the men will 
not consent to remain and do the work that 
will be required of them during the next sixty 
days to be let out at the end of that time as a 
reward for their extra exertions.

Ihave re- 
ceived no intimation, whatever, from the 
Treasury Department that my resignation was 
desired at this time, in fact Ihave learned 
from the Commissioner’s office that there the 
feeling is that this is not the proper time to 
make any changes in this department. I have 
not given Mr. Niedringhaus my resignation, 
It the President has expressed the desire at- 
tributed to him inthe telegram I suppose 1 
will be removed to-morrow.’’

THE CALLENDER FAILURE, 


Sensational Rumors of a Heavy Shortage in 
the Company's Funds. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISsPATCH. 

NEw YORK, April 19.—Sensational stories 
were started yesterday that all was not right 
im the faliure of the Callender Insulating & 
Water-Proofing Co. of Newark and New York 
which collapsed ten days ago with large lia - 
Dilities. There is said to bea discrepancy of 
$800,000 or $400,000 In its finances that cannot be 
accounted for to the satisfaction of 
some of the stockholders

money. The company is an English concern 
that came over here in 1883 to make insulated 
cables. It established offices in this city and 
in Bowling Green, and later transferred them 
to Cortlandt street.

THE COMPANY'S TROUBLES. 

Mr. Nelson did not vanish forhe was seen 
last night at his home. Hesaid that the Cal- 
lendar family were at Summit, N. J. A friend 
of his who spoke for him declared that there 
was no deficit. There was, he explained a 
misunderstanding among the stockholders, 
which would be satisfactorily settied in a 
short time. Wm. J. Davis of East Newark, 
one of the stockholders, said last night that 
when/|the company came to East Newark about 
five years ago, it located on property owned by 
him. He allowed the company to occupy 
about three acres of his land and took some 
stock and a mortgage. The company erected 
a brick building one story high and about 100 
feet long. Several smaller buildings wore put 
up afterwards. Valuable machinery was im- 
ported from England, and when the company 
failed the actory and its contents 
were valued from $100,000 to $200,000. Most 
of this valuation was made on the 
mach inery and the patent rights controlled 
by the company. In business circles 
the failure of the company was attributed to 
lack of demand for insulated wires and cables. 
Thecompany was started at a time when there 
was an agitation about insulated and under- 
ground wires and a big harvest was expected, 
but it never came. Dissatisfied stockholders 
attribute the failure to the bad management 
of the finances by 

ö THE CALLENDAR FAMILY. 

One of the aggrieved stockholders who did 
ag 1h his name mentioned said to me last 
night: 

A company never started out under more 
auspicious circumstances than this, and if it 
had been properly managed it would by this 
time be paying a dividend. The company has 
the best insulating plans in the world, but 
those who were managing its affairs had more 
money to handle than they had brains to con- 
trol it. It was a family affair among the Cal- 
lenders, and they ran things to suit them- 
selves. Much of the trouble is said 
to have been due the suit 
of Sir Bache Cunard against his 
cousin, Charles E. Francklyn. The latter in- 
vested $30,000 in the Callender pany’s 
stock, and when Cunard called oon FPfancklyn 
to account for his financial dealings this stock 
formed part of the diputed property. It was 
through Francklyn that the Callendars were 
induced to locate in this country. He knew 
them in England and told them what a beauti- 
ful field America was for enterprises.’’ 

W. J. Davis, who was fora time counsel for 
the company, said that he believed there was 
no shortage of $400,000, but that as soon as 
Wm, Callendar, Sr., could be communicated 
with everything would be satisfactorily ex- 
plained.

The Explosion of the Parrott Guns at West 
Point Academy. 


Fv Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCtr. 

WEST Porr, N. T., April 19.—For the third 
time at this posta Parrottgun has exploded 
while in use by cadets at target practice. The 
accident occurred April ll. Lieut. Hardin 
was in command ofthe third class, members 
of which were practicing with the six Parrott 
guns composing the siege battery. Some 
Shots had been fired when the gun 
exploded. The shock knocked down 
two cadets. They lay on the ground 
bleeding. from the dars and nose. 
Cadet Fuller, who was directly behind the 
a, See escaped being struck by the 
reach, Which flew back into the encamp- 
ment behind the breastworks, burying itself 
into the earth. This piece of metal 
weighs about 800 pounds. Another piece of 
200 pounds fiew fifty feet into the air and 


| struck the platform of a mortar in the mortar 


battery 100 feet tothe west of the siege bat- 
tery. It fell within a foot of Cadet C. H. Clark 
and crushed through four inches of stout pine 
constituting the platform. When the smoke 
bad cleared away Cadet George White, who 
had pulled the lanyard, was found uncon- 
scious onthe ground, his head having been 
hit by flying pieces of metal, which badly 
lacerrted his scalp. He was carried tothe 
hospital and will soon be able to report for 
* Cadet Fuller was struck in the face by 
a sliver fromthe carriage. Many visitors to 
the Point were standingin the neighborhood 
ofthe battery. It was almost miraculous that 
nobody was killed outright. 

Not ten feet from the place from where the 
shattered cannon lies, isone which exploded 
under like circumstances some time ago. A 
careful examination and comparison of the 
two show that they not only burst in the same 
part, but they were made from the same cast- 
ing of metal. There now remain five Parrott 
guns inthe siege battery, and it is possible 
that they will not be replaced by effective and 
more modern armament until they all go 
the way of their exploded pre- 
decessors. It is 
degree a feeling of nervousness should assert 
itself among the cadets who are under the nec- 
essity of using the battery daily,and while none 
of them cared to state the fact in s0 many 
words, it was evident tothe reporters that an 
indignant feeling existed against a Govern- 
ment that would permitand enforce the use 
of antiquated cannon which are at any time 
liable to kill those who are using them. The 
Parrott guns did good service 
during the late war, one of them de- 
ing the much-famed ‘‘Swamp Angel’’ that 
was used to so much advantage against the 
city of Charleston, 8. O. It should be stated, 
in ceto the authorities at West Point, 
that no blame whatever can be attached to the 
officers or men who were usingthe gun atthe 
time of the accident. Every Known precau- 
tion is taken to establish the condition of the 
gun and test its ability to withstand the strain 
arising from continued service. The matter 
has been laid before the War Department ia 
detail, and the responsibility of risking the 
lives of the cadets must lie with those who in- 
sist upon the retention in use of the antiquated 
armament which is only fit for rel on to 
the various ermories as relics.

Boyd, who agreed to lease the two upper floors 
when the reconstruction was accomplished, 
The upper stories of the building have been 
without a tenant since the building’s erection, 
a couple of years ago, and when Mr. Boyd an- 
nounced the conditions under which he would 
rent them his proposition was willingly 
accepted by the owner, and Terry & Scott, her 
agents, ordered the improvements. When 
the two-story addition in the rear was in 
progress and the eight windows on the nortb 


side were being opened 4

the President of the dank, interposed objec- 
tions to the opening of the windows. George 
A. Hynes, a representative of Terry & Scott, 
the agents for Mrs. Lewis’ building, called on 
Mr. Burr and asked his reasons for complain- 
ing.

A SEA CAPTAIN’S ROMANCE, 


Twice Shipwrecked, He Returns to His Fam- 
ily After Thirty Years.

The Glorious Incidents of the Naval Disaster 
at Apia. 


From the New York Times. 

Amid the mass of details about the dreadful 
scene of death and wreck at Apia two dramatic 
incidents shine out like gems. One was the 
escape of the Calliope. Anchors and engines 
together had not sufficed to hold up one of the 
little fleet againstthe invincible gale, and 
the Eber, Adler and Nipsic had already 
suffered wreck in a water area 80 
scant that but for the mist of 


the storm every man in 


Then it was that the Captain of the Calliope 
made a most bold, seamaniixe 
determined to slip his anchors and trust to his 
engines alone to carry him away from the 
deadly reef. The life of every man aboard 
and the fate of his ship hung in the balance at 
the instant Capt. Kane threw the corvette’s 
bow into the teeth of the storm and 
pitted his engines against the wind 
and sea. As or a time the Oalliope 
stood still, then inch by inch gathered head- 
way, and finally glided into safety as she 
passed the doomed Trenton ata snail’s pace, 
the one thing needed to make 
the picture perfect came. The 450 men on the 
Trenton, who momentarily expected disaster 
their more 
fortunate seamates on the saved Calliope as 
sturdily as stout-hearted seamen ever shouted 
together. Every American should be glad to 
read of those generous cheers, as stirring as pa- 
thetic, and far nobler than the historic cry of 
the devoted gladiators, ‘‘Ave, Cmsar! Morituri 
te salutamus.’’ And to give the Calliope’s 
gallant tars tneir due, not one exultant sound 
from them fell on the envious ears of those 
thev left dying behind them until they an- 
swered the Trenton’s cheer. 

The credit of the other incident falls to 
Americans alone. The Vandalia had sunk 
hours before the Trenton’s last moment 
came, and the Vandalia’s rigging was full of 
men who had been unable to pass the few 
yards between them and firm land.
